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presiding a sealing cavity formed in the sheath device housing proximate 
to the second end pbrtion; and 

filling the sealing cavity with a self-sealing gel-like material adapted to 
permit the insertion and remov^of the repair apparatus through the material while 

forming a seal arou nd the repair apparatus. 

REMARKS 

Pursuant to 37 CFR § 1 .53 (d) (1), Applicants file herewith a continuation 
application of U.S. Patent Appl. Ser. No. 09/108,189 as a continued prosecution 
application. No new matter is added. 

Applicants appreciate the time Examiner has taken regarding the '189 
application, including the telephone interview on or about May 2, 2002. Although no 
agreement was reached with respect to the claims during the interview, Applicants 
request that the foregoing amendment be entered prior to examination of the present 
CPA application. Applicants have added new Claims directed to methods of repairing 
an aneurysm in a vessel and have cancelled several previously pending claims. 
Specifically, Claims 104-109, and 114-126 are now pending in this application. By this 
amendment, Claims 110-113 are canceled without prejudice and new Claims 115-126 
are added.
